Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Maclntyre and the Examiner had a telephone interview on 
12/8/2006 concerning 35 USC 101, 35 USC 102 and possible modifications to the independent claims. 

Regarding the 35 USC §101 issue the Examiner stated that the invention has to have a practical application in the real 
world and not just exhibit an exercise in computational abilities. The claims as original written had no such application. 
Ideas and sugestions were exchanged so both the applicant and the Examiner has a better understanding of what is 
required and what might be disclosed. The Examiner pointed out two advantages of disclosing the invention's practical 
application. First it overcomes the 35 USC 101 rejection and secondary in limits the scope of the search to obtain 
reference art to overcome the rejection. 

Regarding the 35 USC §102 rejection the Examiner is under the impression that the claims are going to be rewritten. 
The applicant wanted the claim to partially or completely parallel figure #2 and asked if the proposed claim did so. The 
Examiner did not agree and suggested going into detail concerning what circuit is coupled to another circuit. The 
specification has detail but the claims are vague. 

The applicant wanted to make a statement concerning what the applicant believes what makes this invention unique is 
that it holds both digital and analog memories. .
